TRADE IN THE SOUTH. 


Wang Ching-mu, secretary of the Bourd of 
Commerce, was recently sent on s special 
mission to inquire into trade in the South, He 
bad his farewell audionce’on’ tho 20th and loft 
Poking’on tho 24th of the 3rd Moon, His 
visit extonded. from Shanghai to all the Yang- 
tze ports, and he-has now aubmitted o report on 
the commercial condiions, In his opinion 
Shanghai and Hankow aro the principal ports 
for Yang'ze trade. The prosperity of a market 
is displayed at Shanghai, the-oontro of naviga- 
{’on, where the merchants of all nations sro 
gathorod. ‘There are nino Chinese cutton yarn 
factries, twonty-nino silk spinning factories, 
and many other factories for the production of 
paper, towels, candles, soaps, matches, foreign 
embroidery, ste. A general commorcial guild 
and literary society inve beon opened there 
with the sanction of the Board of Commerce. 

Hankow is situated on the upper part of the 
Yangtze river and is a contre forall the native, 
goods poured in from Shansi, Honan, Szechuan- 
and Hunon. The principal exports are teo 
and grain, next to which are wood, oil, 
modicines, cowhides, bristles and homp. The 
yalue of the exports Inst year was upwards of 
forty millions of taela, ten milliou taels 
in ‘excess of the value of tho imports. 


.| There are only two factories, ono for matchos 


“wud “tho other for glass, Being -a-rilway 
. junction and o contral market for native goods, 
tho official predicts that the trade of Hankow 
will outstrip that of Shanghsi in the futuro. 
1n his report he mentions the principal products 
and manufactuies of all the -ports ho visited. 
Ho speaks well of the vioeroys and governors 
for the advances they have made in introducing 
theso entorprises, and in giving .adviev fo 
merchants on the improvement of native 
products, he emphasises the value of imitation 
of foreign goods and the establishmont of 
companies with Chinese capital, He proposos 
that Lhe tea and silk merchants should combine 
and send their. goods for sale to forsign 
countries themsclves. Tho ‘rapid extensiqn of 


commercial guilds is revarded oa 6 Fanon 
menns to this end. + Owing to lack of comtaorcial 
knowledge the Chinese are always beaten by 
foreign merchavts, He concluded his. report 
with a request to the Throne to order tho 
provincial outhorities to establish commercial 
achoola, The commissioner is to go to Foochow 


and Canton..when. he hys finished his examins- 


tion of the railway sud: mining accounts at 
Shanghai in conjunction with Sheng Asuen- 
huni and Yang Shih-chi—Oftcdal Gazette.

MERCY OR ? 


[10 THE EDITOR Or THE “DAILY PBESS,” ) 


S1n,—It was 6 pleasure to loarn from your 
issue of the Sth. inst. that » European had taken 
the initiative in the endtavour to obtain a 
reduction of the sentence revently passed on the 
three mon condemned for murder. Though hia 
argumont for the application of a mathematical 
justice is somewhat chimerical, and his humene- 
ness onght, logically, to have been extended 
much farthor, ono ‘is| compelled to commond 
‘the spirit in which the petition was undertaken, 
and tho hapyy thought, which he subsequently 
explained, that the yotition should, for 
obvious reasons, come from the ( hiuese. 

‘With the absolute justica of the case, that is, 
so far as tho sentence expresses the letter and 

spirit of the law, one can take no exception. 
But, that the-amount’ of merey which the law 


; permis should be extended to the men, seems 


perfectly just, for several reasons. 

“Woe hays your authority (quotation in a recent 
issue) for stating, that on a prévions occasion, 
a horrible botch was mado in the hanging of 
a prisover, presumably owing to the inex- 
porience of the hangman, and'cince we have no 
reason for supposing that a similar thing might’ 

-not happen, this alone should establish sufficient 
reason for the reduetion of the sentence. 

Apart from this contention, however, thore 
ard more pertinent reasons why the extreme 
penalty should not be enforeed. 

Tf it be a truiem, that the “quality of mercy 
blesses him: that gives,” tho inforence, that the 
antithesis of mercy curses him that gives, is 
equally true, And though the individual, 
application may_ be’ wore prononaerd, still, 
collectively, the effect is identical, any difference 
being that of degree rather than of kind, 

“And is capital punishment not un act. of 
revonige? And is revenge an ethical ideal P 

Tho principle of o life for o life is o relic of 
parvariem, which ought’ to be superseded by 
something moxe humane, more philosophic, more 
just... It deserves :tho. fate of othor.barbarisms. 
which have long since passed out of English law 
and life, ; 

Personally, I regart all crime as due to 
ignorance, disease, insanity; to'the thousand- 
and-onv impacts of environment which are 
apart from ourselves. Grime rather calls for 
the. attention of physicions, for montal and 
physical healers, for. moral nurses, rather than 


for prisons and executionors. b : 

In its final issue, crime is a question of, 
individuoliam,- It Sakae Chae aE -up-to 
the philosophy your school teaches—in short, to 
| “go the whole hog.”

The “lay” render may 
not understand that “call lonns” are almost in- 
variably secured by pledges of stocks ox bonds 
which are likely to be confiscated if the loan is 
not, paid before 3 o'clock, As there is always 
a large margin. debtors would rather sacrifice 
on them than lose credit by defaultiny on the 
loan and having their gecuritios sold under the 
hammer, and a call of $20,000,060 at ones might 
seom reavovsbly sure of precipitating quite a 
panic and so making stocks cheap. 

But Wail Street knows a thing or 
in rovdern times always has:a remedy roady for 
such sudden attacks. One result of the 
“community of interests” which Mr. Lawson-is. 
80 vividly describing is a conjunction of power 
and disposition to prevent the {all of prices of 
securities whon there is no corresponding fall 
of values, Most stocks are held in pledge by 
romohody, andnobody wants to be.callud on for 
“more margins.” Consoquently there is a 
“committee of safety.” which we.understand 
to be a committee of the New York Cleariug- 
house, which isin a position, under ordinary 
circumstances, to instantly conmmond olmost

perfectly “substantial.” Consequently no sooner 


‘Lhad Sage sent out his general alarm than the 


committes of safety announced any amount of 
money to loan et usual rates. This stopped the 
scramble almost ss soon as it waa begun. Sage 
got hia money, and immodiat-ly reloaned it at 
Apercent. It is figured out that his net. gain. 
was alittle over $500, for which he will doubt- 
Jess duly give thanks at church to-day.
